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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 27-30, 32-35, 38-48 and 56-58 are pending as amended on 1 1 August 
2009. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed, on 4 September 2009, in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 1 1 August 2009 has been entered. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement submitted on 21 August 2009 is/are in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the examiner has 
considered the information disclosure statement. 

Response to Amendment 

5. Applicants' cancellation of claim 36 has rendered the following moot: 
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Art Unit: 1796 

The rejection of claim 36 under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kirsner has been 
withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's amendment, specifically the filing of a certified translation perfecting 
the foreign priority claim, has disqualified US Patent Application Publication 
2003/0144153 (Kirsner) as prior art. 

The rejection of claims 27-30, 32-35, 38 and 41-38 under 35 USC 102(e) as 
being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kirsner has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 39 and 40 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kirsner in view of US Patent 5,318,954 (Muller '954) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 27-30, 32-35, 38-48 and 56-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: International 
Patent Application Publication WO 02/053675 (Muller '675), the closest prior art of 
record, teaches a similar composition, but fails to teach or fairly suggest either the 
presence of esters or paraffins as instantly claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
